rn  HE  Ufefulnefs  and  Neceffity  of  Hofpitals  in 
H  general  being  at  prefent  fo  well  underftood  in 
|f  this  Kingdom,  it  will  be  needlefs  to  offer  any 
Confiderations  on  thofe  Heads.  But  it  may  not  be  im¬ 
proper  to  lay  before  the  Publick,  the  particular  Reafons 
and  Inducements  for  the  fetting  on  Foot,  a  new  Defign 
of  this  Sort  for  the  Relief  of  poor  Lunaticks. 

i.  Experience  had  long  fhewn,  that  the  Hofpital  of 
Bethlem  was  incapable  of  receiving  and  providing  for 
the  Relief  of  all  the  unhappy  Objedts  of  this  Sort  who 
made  Application  for  it;  this  Truth  can  beattefted  by 
every  Governor  of  that  Houfe,  and  by  every  Perfon 
to  whofe  Lot  it  has  fallen,  to  folicit  the  Admiffion  of 
a  Patient  into  it.

2.  That 
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2.  That  the  Expence  and  Difficulty  attending  the 
Admiffion  of  a  Patient  into  the  Hofpital  of  Bethlem , 
had  difcouraged  many  Applications  for  the  Benefit  of 
that  Charity,  particularly  on  the  Behalf  of  the  more 
neceffitous  Objedls,  and  of  fuch  who  refided  in  the 
remote  Parts  of  the  Kingdom. 

o 

3.  That  by  this  unavoidable  Exclufion,  or  Delay  in 
the  Admiffion  of  Qbjedts  of  this  Sort,  many  ufeful 
Members  have  been  loft  to  Society,  either  by  the  Dif- 
order  gaining  Strength  beyond  the  Reach  of  Phyfick, 
or  by  the  Patients  falling  into  the  Hands  of  Perfon.s 
utterly  unfkilled  in  the  Treatment  of  the  Diforder,  or 
who  have  found  their  Advantage  in  negledting  every 
Method  neceffary  to  obtain  a  Cure. 

4.  That  many  Families  (in  no  mean  Circumftances) 
thro*  the  heavy  Expence  attending  the  Support  of  one 
Objedt  of  this  Sort,  have  themfelves  become  Objedls 
of  charitable  Relief,  and  thereby  doubled  the  Load 
and  Lofs  to  the  Publick. 

That  the  moft  fatal  Adis  of  Violence,  on  them¬ 
felves,  Attendants  and  Relations,  have  been  often 
confequent  on  the  fmalleft  Delay  in  placing  the  A  fi¬ 
ll  idled  with  this  Diforder  under  the  Care  of  Perfons 

experienced 
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experienced  in  guarding  againft  and  preventing  At¬ 
tempts  of  this  Kind. 

6.  That  no  particular  Provifion  is  made  by  Law  for 
Lunaticks,  the  common  Parifli  Workhoufes  being  no 
ways  proper  for  their  Reception,  either  in  Point  of 
Accommodation,  Attendants,  or  Phyfical  Afiiftance. 

7.  That  the  joining  this  to  any  other  Hofpital  not 
particularly  adapted  for  the  Reception  of  Lunaticks, 
would  have  been  highly  improper  and  dangerous,  the 
joining  it  to  Betblem ,  would  have  deprived  it  of  two 
of  its  principal  Advantages,  the  being  under  the  im¬ 
mediate  Infpedion  and  Government  of  its  own  Patrons 
and  Supporters,  (inafmuch  as  no  Benefaftion  to  Bethlem 
how  great  foever  neceffarily  conftitutes  the  Donor  a 
Governor  of  that  Hofpital ,)  and  of  introducing  more 
Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty  to  the  Study  and  Practice  of 
one  of  the  moll;  important  Branches  of  Phyfick,  alrea¬ 
dy  too  long  confined  (almoft)  to  a  fingle  Perfon. 

Such  and  fiich  only  were  the  Motives  of  the  firft  Pro¬ 
moters  of  this  Defign;  the  Weight  they  have  had  in  the 
general  Opinion,  the  Largenefs  of  the  Sum  already  paid 
in  abundantly  teftifies,  and  leaves  no  Room  to  doubt  of 
the  Continuation  of  the  like  benevolent  Difpofition  in  the 
future  Support  of  it  ^  and  for  the  Convenience  of  fuch 

Perfons 
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Perfons  who  are  difpofed  to  afiifl  in  the  Completion  of 
this  good  Work*  either  by  annual  Subfcriptions  or  other- 
wife,  the  following  Places  are  appointed  for  taking  in 
their  Benefactions.

?  w-\  HAT  every  Perfon,  except  as  herein 
I  after  excepted,  paying  (in  his  own 
right)  to  the  Treafurer  for  the  time  being, 
for  the  ufe  of  this  Hofpital,  the  entire  Sum 
of  Twenty  Guineas  or  upwards,  or  paying 
Five  Guineas  at  lead:,  and  figning  an  Agree¬ 
ment  (in  a  Book  to  be  kept  for  that  Pur- 
pofe)  to  pay  Five  Guineas  yearly  for  the 
four  next  fucceeding  Years,  (hall  be  admit- 
ted  a  Governor  of  this  Hofpital,  and  re¬ 
ceive  from  the  Secretary,  a  Staff,  and  a 
printed  Copy  of  the  Rules  and  Orders ;  fave 
and  except  all  Perfons  a&ing  as  Phyfician, 
Surgeon,  Apothecary,  or  Secretary  to  this 
Hofpital,  (other  than  the  fix  Apothecaries 
declared  Governors  at  the  General  Meeting, 
held  the  29th  Day  of  June,  1750.)  during

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the  Time  they  fliall  refpedively  ad  in  thofe 
Capacities. 

II. 

That  for  the  tranfading  the  Bufinefs  of 
this  Hofpital,  a  General  Court  (hall  be  held 
twice  in  every  Year,  viz.  on  the  fecond 
Wednefday  in  the  Months  of  February  and 
Auguji ,  and  at  luch  other  Times  as  herein 
after  mentioned,  and  that  every  General 
Court  fliall  confift  of  nine  Governors. 

III. 

That  at  the  General  Court  to  be  held 
annually  on  the  fecond  Wednefday  in  the 
Month  of  February ,  one  Prefident,  four 
Vice-Prefidents,  a  Treafurer,  a  General  Com¬ 
mittee,  Phyfician,  Surgeon,  Apothecary  and 
Secretary,  fliall  be  eleded  for  the  Year  en- 
fuing.  And  that  no  Perfon  ading  as  Phy¬ 
fician,  Surgeon  or  Apothecary  to  any  other 
Hofpital  or  Infirmary,  fliall  be  eligible  to  be 
Phyfician,  Surgeon  or  Apothecary  to  this 
Hofpital.

That  all  Queftions  (hall  be  determined 
by  the  Majority  of  Governors  prefent,  on 
holding  up  Hands,  or  by  a  Divifion,  or  by  a 
Ballot,  in  cafe  the  fame  (hall  be  required  by 
feven  or  more  Governors  before  a  Divifion 
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is  began,  fiich  Ballot  to  be  proceeded  on  im¬ 
mediately.

That  in  all  Cafes  of  an  equality  of  Votes, 
the  Perfon  prefiding  for  the  time  being,  ill  ail 
have  a  double  or  calling  Vote.

That  when  two  or  more  offer  to  fpeak 
at  the  fame  Time,  the  Prefident  or  Chairman

That  at  the  General  Court  to  be  held 
annually  on  the  fecond  Wednefday  in  the

That  upon  every  Vacancy  in  the  Office 
of  Treafurer,-  Phyfician,  Surgeon,  Apothe¬ 
cary  or  Secretary,  the  Committee  (hall  fig- 
nify  the  fame  by  Writing  to  the  Prefident, 
or  in  cafe  of  his  Death  or  Abfence,  to  one 
of  the  Vice-Prefidents,  who  (hall  order  a 
General  Court  to  be  fummoned  to  meet 
within  fourteen  Days  next  after  fuch  No¬ 
tice  to  declare  fuch  Vacancy,  and  appoint  a 
Time  for  an  Election  to  fill  up  the  fame, 
which  (hall  be  between  the  fixth  and  four¬ 
teenth  Days  next  after  fuch  Declaration.

tion.  That  he  do  report  at  every  monthly 
Meeting  of  the  Paid  Committee,  all  fuch  new 
Sums  as  he  fhall  have  received,  that  the 
fame  may  be  entered  into  the  feveral  Books 
to  be  kept  for  that  Purpofe,  That  all  Se¬ 
curities  upon  the  Admiflion  of  Patients  into 
this  Hofpital,  or  for  the  Fidelity  and  good 
Behaviour  of  any  Officer  or  Servant  thereof, 
and  all  Contracts  with  Tradefmen  or  others, 
fhall  be  taken  and  made  in  the  Name  of

Such  Perfons  who  apply  for  the  Admiffion  of 
Patients  into  St.  Luke’s  Hofpital  for  Lunaticks. 

I.  rTr"^  FI  A  T  no  Perfon  fhall  knowingly  be  received  as 
j[  a  Patient  into  this  Hofpital,  who  is  not  in  Point 
of  Circumftances,  a  proper  Objedt  of  this  Charity,  that 
is,  Poor  and  Mad. 

If.  Or  who  hath  been  a  Lunatick  more  than  twelve 
Kalendar  Months. 

III.  Or  who  hath  been  difcharged  uncured  from  any  other 

Flofpital  for  the  Reception  of  Lunaticks. 

IV.  Or  who  is  troubled  with  Epileptick  or  Convulfive  Fits. 

V.  Or  who  is  deemed  an  Ideot. 

VI.  Or  who  is  infedted  with  the  Venereal  Difeafe. 

VII.  Nor  any  Woman  with  Child. 

And  every  fuch  Perfon  who  through  Miftake  or  Mis¬ 
information  fhall  be  received  into  this  Hofpital,  fhall 
be  difcharged  immediately  on  a  Difcovery  of  any  of 
the  above  Difqualifications. 

Therefore  if  the  Patient  is  not  difqualified  by  any 
of  the  above  Rules,  upon  applying  to  Mr.  Thomas  Webfter 
the  Secretary,  at  his  Houfe  in  Queen-ftreet,  Gheapjide ,  or 

at 
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at  the  Hofpital,  the  Forms  of  two  printed  Certificates, 
together  with  a  Petition,  may  he  had  ;  the  fir  ft  of  which 
Certificates  (after  it  is  filled  up)  muft  be  figned  by  the 
Minifter  and  Churchwardens,  or  Overfeers  of  the  Poor  of 
the  Par  ilia  or  Place,  where  fucn  Patient  refides  j  and  the 
other  by  home  Phyfician,  Surgeon,  or  Apothecary,  who 
hath  vifited  men  Patient;  after  which  the  Perfon  or  Per- 
fons  who  faw  them  fign  muft  go  before  one  of  his  Ma- 
jefty’s  Juftices  of  the  Peace,  or  lome  other  Perfon  au~ 
thorifed  to  take  Affidavits,  and  make  Oath  (or  in  Cafe  of 
Quakers  an  Affirmation)  in  the  Manner  as  is  printed  at 
the  Bottom  of  the  faid  Certificates. 

When  the  Certificates  have  been  thus  figned,  and  Oath 
(or  Affirmation)  made  thereof  as  aforafaid,  the  next  Step 
is  to  fill  up  the  Petition,  and  annex  the  Certificates  thereto, 
and  then  to  apply  to  a  Governor  to  fign  the  fame,  which 
being  done,  both  the  Petition  and  Certificates  muft  be  left 
with  the  Secretary  to  be  regiftered,  and  the  Petitioner 
muft  not  fail  to  attend  at  the  Hofpital  the  next  Friday 
Morning  at  ten  o’Clock,  when  the  fame  will  be  laid  before 
the  Committee,  and  if  approved,  an  Order  will  be  made 
for  the  Patient  to  be  brought  for  Examination,  in  his 
Turn,  as  foon  as  a  Vacancy  happens  ;  four  Days,  at  leaft, 
before  which,  there  muft  be  left  in  Writing  with  the 
Secretary,  the  Names,  Bufinefs,  and  Places  of  Abode  of 
two  fubftantial  Houfe-keepers  refiding  within  the  Bills  of 
Mortality,  who  muft  be  prefent  precifely  at  eleven  o’Clock 
in  the  Morning,  when  the  Patient  is  to  be  admitted,  to 
enter  into  a  Bond  of  ioo/.  to  take  the  Patient  away  when 
difeharged  by  the  Committee.
